Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions Invention I has a different mode of operation in that it requires 
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exposure of the drugs to a first control and subsequent evaluation of the drugs to a first 
and second time periods. 

Inventions II and lll-VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions II have a different mode of operation in that it requires exposure of 
the drugs to a first control and subsequent evaluation of the drugs to a first time period. 

Inventions III and IV-VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions INI have a different mode of operation in that it requires 
screening of drugs for stability and compatibility with other drugs and a clinical trail. 

Inventions IV and V-VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions IV have a different mode of operation in that it requires 40mg of the 
trial drug to be exposed a first control and subsequent evaluation of the drugs to a first 
and second exposures. 

Inventions V and VI-VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
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different inventions V has a different mode of operation that requires the generation of 
data. 

Inventions VI and VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06).
